About the Price of Pap er. 


Hugh J. Chisholm, th e p re sid e nt of 
a company which is one of th e largest 
m anu fa c tu rers of paper in th e world, 
when asked to explain the re c e nt rise 
in the price of paper, said. 
T h e tariff on new spaper is p r a c ti c a l ­ 
ly th e sam e as it has be n for twenty 
or twenty-five years, 
during 
which 
period th e pr ce of paper has 
gone 
steadily downward 
up to within six 
months, when prices began to advance 
T he tariff on pa p e r and pulp u nd e r the 
Dingley bill, t h a t went into effect in 
1H>7, was practically t h e sam e as th a t 
under th e Wilson bill, t h a t went into 
effect in 18 9 0: therefore, th e re has been 
no ch a nge in th e tariff which could 
have contributed 
to th e recent a d ­ 
vance, 
Duty on newspaper, valued at 
not above 
2 cents a pound, is but three- 
te nths of 
1 cent a pound, or $*i a ton. 
Ah 2 cents a pound is th e presi nt price 
of th e 
bulk newspaper used in this 
country, it follows t h a t the duty of 
thrat tenths of 
1 cent a pound, or #ii a 
ton, is only 15 p e r c e nt upon the value 
of the paper. 
This is very much lov er 
th a n the a v e ra ge duties on other mauu 
faetured products, w h e th e r iron, steel, 
cotton or silk 
The favt is that the duty has always 
been low on paper, and the paper m a k ­ 
ers have» been satisfied t h a t it should 
be low. 
T h e duty on wood pulp is fixed 
in th e present tariff at one-twelfth of 
1 
cent a pound, or II.<>7 a ton. 
T h e duty 
upon the normal value of pulp is 
17 
per cent, 
an extrem ely 
low 
rate of 
duty. 
In former days, when revenue 
taritl 
was 
in 
existence, 
t h e r e was 
scarcely any duty less th an 25 per vent, 
ad valorem. 
T h e simple fact is t h a t the price of 
paper has advanced

most every oth e r comm niity in tnc iast

case of protected articles.

«1 rful spirit and constancy tha n these 
wives and m others of the Boer pion­ 
eers in the midst of appalling dangers 
and hardships which did not **n« i until 
the Matalx'les had been driven north 
of the Crocodile river. 
Not a few of 
those women, and their children with 
them, perished by the assegais of sa v­ 
ages; but not on« ; of them would have 
dreamed of re turn in g to th« ' peaceful 
homes and gardens 
in Natal which 
they had left behind. 
The British had 
proclaim« *« ! tha t country their 
own, 
their colonists were pouring in and 
the Boers would die before they would 
come again under British rule. 
The wives and m others of the sol­ 
diers who now confront the 
British 
are the descendants of those 
sto ut­ 
hearted women who loaded the guns 
of their husbands and boys while s a v­ 
ages rushed upon the brush heaps tha t 
were the sole protection around their 
laagers. 
Perhaps no women in the 
world have changed so little in two 
generations. 
The wom en of th« * Boer 
farm steads now are just w ha t their 
g r a n d m o the rs were when the Mata- 
beles sought their lives. 
The Bible is 
still their only book, they prefer a 
quiet, sed en tary life and the simple 
duties of 
their modest 
homes, and 
they have scarcely risen in any respect 
above the plane of intellectual culti­ 
vation which their g ra n d m o the rs occu­ 
pied 
and they are like their g r a n d ­ 
mothers, too, in 
the courage, 
con­ 
stancy, 
and 
sublime 
devotion with 
which they are facing the awful trials 
of an o the r crucial period in the his­ 
tory of their people.
